is needed." 


It [compliments President Arthur for 


hig wise, conservative and patriotic policy 
iu administering tho affairs ;of the gov. 
'ornment., 


It recognizes tho importance of tho 


sheep husbandry of tho United States, 
and demands that it shall have full pro- 
tection. 


It makes a'bold declaration thit it is 


he duty of tho government to regulate 


railway and other corporations, with juet 
regard alike for rights of the people and 
for lights ot tho corporations. 


It recommends tho forfeiture of un- 


earned land-granK

endorses 
civil-service 
reform, 


and 
iu 
this 
respect 
is for- 


cible enough 
to meet 
tho upproba- 


tion ot the most radical oivil-survice re- 
formers. 


It favor" a policy which • nha!l keep us 


from entangling alliances with foreign 
nations, and which gives us tho right to 
expect that foreign nations shall refrain 
from meddling in American affairs—the 
policy which seeks peace and can trade 
•with all powers, but especially with those 
of tho western hemisphere. ' 


It declares that it ia a duty of congress 


to enact such laws or shell .promptly and 
effectually suppress polygamy in Utah, 


It veiy wisely and timely resolves that 


appointments by the president to offices 
in the torritoiies should be made from 
the bonafide citizens and residents of the 
teriitories wherein they are to eurve. 


On many points the platform is more 


explicit and unequivocal than.previous 
plutforme. It is a progressive platform, 
and yot not too far in advance- of the 
times to provoke dispute among repub- 
licans.

unparalleled, and the whole city seeiiu-d tu be 
out i'n masse. 


In Kow York and Massachusetts, however, 


th-TO are weak spots. Tho independent and 
rofunnoiVoC tho.^o stilts are not at all sat- 
isfied, Theodore Roosevelt, before ho lel'l tho 
city declared that under no cir'cumstiincu 
would he vote for Mr, Blaine. George U'ill- 
lain Curtis said ho could not give him a 
hearty support. What they will do as a body 
is not known yet, lut tho New York inde- 
pendents are to meot shortly to consider that 
question, 
Allerton, secretary of tho con- 


ference committee, said before he left this 
city that they wore very much disappointed. 


Brief interviews with independent poli- 


ticians In Buffalo show that they think the 
nomination was unwise. Tho Orange lodgo, 
of Rochester, hold a mooting and bolted the 
nomination, and called upon tho othor lodges 
in the country todo likewise. Thoy claim to 
have 100,000 votes. 


At Washington City there has been a good 


deal of talk about a proposfjd Indopoadont 
movement by

Blaine; but it has not taken any definite 
shape, nor is it likely to, at least before the 
roturu of the loaders from Chicago. Mr. Ly- 
iiian, of Massachusetts, is outspoken for Bay- 
ard, but does not favor an indopoadout 
ticket. 


Probably tho most important movement in 


opposition has developed in Massachusetts, 
where, at Boston, tho Massachusetts Roforin 
club met and, aftor discussion, adopted tho 
following declaration: "The Massachusetts 
Reform club regards tho nomination of Blaine

It was voted 
that the incleiioniiouts throughout tho conn- 
try be requested to join with tho club in 
ac'tivo and immediate efforts to secure tho 
nomination by tho Democratic party of such 
men as can command thesupportof tho club, 
and that failing such nominations of inde- 
pendent men without distinction of party, a 
convention be called at tho earliest practical 
day to nominate candidates in full sympathy 
with tho reform sentiment of tho country. 


Charles Francis Adams sent a letter, ia 


which he said : 


I presume there is no question as to tho at- 


titude of tho members of tho Reform club 
toward the Republican nominations. Wo 
will at once organize to defeat them. On 
this point it seems to me pur rospouso cannot 
bo too explicit or our action too quick. Stops 
should bo taken with tho least posslljle delay 
to enable us to effect whatever influence wo 
we can on tho other and coming convention.
